Publishers fought each 
other for Sue's next novel, 
“The Wandering Jew.” even 
before the first chapters 
were written. The newspaper 
that finally bougnt it for an 
astronomical sum im- 
mediately sold an additional 
25,000 subscriptions. This 
time the main issues were 
culture, the Church and edu- 
cation, the top questions of 
the day in France under the 
July monarchy. Sue's stand 
Was aggressively anti-clerical, 
and the book brought him 
even closer to the Left. His 
next two works, completely 
forgotten today, were out- 
and-out socialist, and his 
fame grew from day to day.
